Further Particulars of the Earthquake 
at Cephalonia - 50, Persous Without 
Food or Sheiter. 
Further details of the damage done by 
the late earthquake have reached us from 
Corfu. Oryostoli is completely destroyed. 
The whole lower part of the town, which 
was the finest and the richest, lias disap- 
peared; not a single house remains 
standing. In the center of the town the 
houses have also suffered to a great 
extent; most of them will require 
to be built again. The only part 
spared was that lying against the 
mountain; but it is doubtful if that 
town, so flourishing a few cays ago, 
will ever rise from its ruins. During the 
last few years the cultivation of the 
Corinth raisin and olive bad made great 
advances in the island, and since the 
annexation to Greece, Oryostoli bad 
become the principal center of the raisin 
trade. During last year 13,000,000 pounds 
of that produce have left that port. Used 
toa life of comfort, the inhabitants of 
that doomed town are now without 
homes and without clothes—in fact, 
with no resources atall. A few wooden 
sheds have been built, but they can 
sheiter only a few families. The mass 
of the islanders are camped in the 
fields or under the trees. All 
the public buildings are in ruins. 
The bakeries have all been destroyed, 
and asin the midst of the prevailing 
consternation no one has the energy to 
construct field ovens, bread is wanted 
everywhere. The fuli extent of the 
disasters in the interior of the island is 
not yet known, but it is certain that 
they are considerable. A great number 
of the villages &re in ruins, and two of 
them have been en@lfed. The victims 
belonging to those (Fo villages are said 
to outnumber 500. In the town of Lix- 
uri oply more than 100 bodies have been 
discovered. In the whole island more 
than 50,000 persons, at least, are without 
home and without food.

This 
is what the Drake resolution was in- 
tended to prevent. For it is well known 
that*if the question of reorganization 
under the reconstruction act were made 
to depend upon a majority vote of the 
southern people in favor of it, the 


work of reorganization would not 
begin for some years to come. 
A majority ef the. southern people 


would unquestionably vote to continue 
under military government rather than 
give their direct approval to a measure 
which ninety-nine in every one hundred 
of them conscientiously believe to be 
wrong and tyrannical. If it were left 
dependent upop themselves, they would 
decide to accept fate, whatever it might 
be, rather than voluntarily acquiesce in 
what they conceive to be the last degree 
of humiliation. This the extreme radi- 
cals very well know, and hence the pro- 
position to devolve the initiative in the 
work of reconstruction under the mili- 
tary government act upon the southern 
people, instead of upon the military 
rulers who are sent to govern them. The 
effect would be to keep the south under 
military subjection for an _ indefinite 
length of time, and leave to the loyal ”’ 
disunionists “ fullswing’’ in carrying on 
the radical revolution they have already 
inaugurated.

It is nearly two years since the rebel- 
lion collapsed, and yet the union is not 
restored.

What 
they do buy is either an imitation which 
was never in India at all, or a Delhi 
shawl, very good in its way, but no more 
approaching a Cashmere shaw! in beauty 
than in durability. A man may lie on 
heather in a black Cashmere for twenty 
years, and it would be as perfect as on 
the first day, while every imitation 
whatsoever will wear out.—The Teztile
